Cancellation of Claims 

Claims 5, 1 1 , and 20 have been canceled per applicant's request. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In regards to the phrase "wherein at least one aperture is the support is in a 
portion of the support receiving the detent" it is not clear if the applicant is intended to 
claim that the at least one aperture is only in the support and the detent is only in the 
rail, since in lines 4-6, it states that the at least one aperture can be either in the support 
or the rail and the detent can be either in the support or rail. For examination purposes, 
it will be viewed that the detent is defined on the support and the at least one aperture is 
defined in the rail. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 8-10, 12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent 6,585,335 to Hwang et al., hereinafter, Hwang. Hwang discloses a 
support assembly capable of supporting a computer component, the assembly 
comprising: a rail (1); a support (2) adjacent the rail; a detent (241) extending from the 
support and engaged with at least one aperture (14) defined in the rail, wherein the at 
least one aperture is the rail is in a portion of the rail receiving the detent (Fig. 4); an 
extension (3) coupled to the support, the extension having a portion (31) moveable with 
respect to the support between a first position preventing sliding of the rail with respect 
to the support and a second position permitting sliding of the rail with respect to the 
support; wherein the rail has at least one recess (formed by lips 11) extending along a 
surface of the rail; wherein the rail has at least one detent (15) formed on a surface of 
the rail; wherein the support has at least one other extension (25) extending into the at 
least one recess of the rail; and wherein the at least one recess is oriented along a 
plane and the extension is positioned in the plane of the at least one recess when the 
extension is in the first position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 17-19 are allowed. 

Claims 13, 15, and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

In regards to amending claim 8 to included the allowable subject matter of claim 
1 1 , the examiner believes that the scope of the invention was slightly altered thus the 
standing rejection of claim 8 above. In the previous office action the limitation of the "at 
least one aperture in a portion of the support receiving the detent," the at least one 
aperture was construed as a separate aperture from the at least one aperture previously 
cited in claim 8, due to the current amendment of claim 8, it appears that the "at least 
one aperture" originally cited in line 4 is the same as the "at least one aperture" cited in 
line 5 and thus, claim 8 has been rejected as such.
